rhe story of lawsuit reform in Texas 
to date is an excellent example of 
successful public policy.

Buy bulbs in the fall. The best 
purchasing criteria for bulbs is to 
check their firmness. Buy early to 
get the best selections available 
Another consideration should be the 
size of the bulbs. The size is direct 
ly related to the size and number of 
flowers. Generally, the bigger the 
bulb. the bigger the flower. 


Always be aware of the soil’s pH 
Phe pH of the planting area should 
be in the range of 6-7 for bulbs, Soil 
test now to find out the correct 
amount of fertilizer to add 
However, bulbs can be grown suc- 
cessfully for a season or two using a 
slow-release complete fertilizer. 
This should be incorporated into the 
root area at planting, at a rate of one 
rounded tablespoon per square foot.

For example, if you have a tree 
that is about six feet tall from the 
start of its canopy to the top , you 
could trim two feet off the top with 
out severely limiting the tree. 

The next thing to do is raise the 
canopy as high as is reasonable so 
that grass and other plants are not 
totally shaded out underneath the 
trees. If you plan to raise the canopy 
fairly high, do this first then top the 
tree, as this will definitely affect the 
umount you take off the top.

Heavy drinking by the mother can 
cause extensive organ malforma- 
tions especially in the brain. This 
could result in reduced intelligence 
and hyperactive or antisocial behay- 


collect information on binge drink- 
ing by asking the mother how many 
times she had five or more alcoholic 
drinks at one sitting in the three 
months before and in the last three 
months of pregnancy. Since many 
women, especially those with 
unplanned pregnancies, do not know 
they are pregnant for some time 
after conception, it is likely that 
those drinking in the three months 
before pregnancy were also drinking 
in the first few weeks of pregnancy, 
the critical stage for fetal develop- 
ment. 

White mothers were more likely 
to report drinking before pregnancy 
than black and other race mothers. 
For whites, 41.8 percent reported 
drinking before pregnancy, com- 
pared to 31 percent of black and 
other race mothers. However, in the

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Harvesting timber 
and paying related 
income taxes

In Coffee County many landown- 
ers are becoming more and more 
interested in harvesting trees on 
their land. Some of this is due to 
increased timber prices, CRP trees 
that have matured, and just a new 
awareness as to the benefits of man 
aging the timber on their land. 

Many landowners with small 
woodland holdings are often 
unaware of certain provisions in 
federal tax laws that can affect their 
tax bill. This is because most small 
woodland owners make infrequent 
timber sales and don’t keep up with 
changes in tax laws. 

One thing you can do once you 
decide to cut timber is to pay a visit 
to your accountant who can help 
you determine your possible tax 
responsibility. For example, if you 
harvest timber and receive $50,000 
for it, it can take up to half of it to 
regenerate the forest, pay various 
debts, and pay your taxes. 

You might ask how the accoun 
tant will know about your tax with- 
out the timber being sold. Before 
you cut, have the timber cruised by 
a professional who can give you a 
good estimate as to what itis worth. 
You can then take this figure to your 
accountant who will help you deter- 
mine possible taxes on this money. 

Landowners who are considering 
future sales of timber should always 
consult a qualified tax consultant. 
Landowners should also consult 
some kind of expert about inheri- 
tance taxes and estate planning 
along with the timber cutting. This 
can be important if you feel your 
heirs will have to pay inheritance 
tax. 

To help pay those taxes it may be 
better if the timber is sold by them 
rather than by you. Inheritance tax 
experts can help you determine the 
best time to sell the timber as it 
relates to inheritance taxes and your 
overall estate planning. 

When selling timber, most of the 
things you must do relating to taxes 
are easy and are not a problem. It is 
simply one area that you need to 
cover before you sell. Let me sug- 
gest the following schedule of 
events that may help as it relates to 
taxes and timber. 

1. Get a qualified cruise of the 
timber. 

2. Consider how you will market 
the timber and handle the sale. You 
may want to use a forestry consul- 
tant or handle all the details your- 
self, but line this up prior to issuing 
notice that you are going to sell. 

3. Do not send out notices to just 
a few people. Send notices to a large 
area of timber buyers — you never 
know who is going,to give you the 
best price. 

4, Contact your tax consultant 
and talk over the tax situation relat- 
ing to inheritance, estate planning, 
and what you will have to pay upon 
sale of timber.

Staff at 
either of these offices will be more 
than happy to give you advice in 
this area.
